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DETAILED ACTION 
REMARK 

This communication is responsive to the response dated 3/27/06. Claims 2, 4, 
7, 9-11, 16, 18 and 23 are presented for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 2, 4, 7, 9-11, 16, 18 and 23, after further consideration and search, are 

allowed over the prior art. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

After conducting a plurality of database searches, the Examiner respectfully submit that 
the prior art of record fail to teach a device that receives a plurality of different programs 
and comprises a user interface that receives a user input identif ying an event (e.g., 
audio, video or shape event) to be detected: using a shape detector to analyze 
MPEG-4 video signal of at least one program to detect the identified e vent (e.g.. audio. 
video or shape event) in the program, and a memory for s toring particular length of 
audio and/or video information such that the program contain ing the identified event is 
delayed when supplied to a display upon detection of the iden tified event (as recited in 
claim 7). The prior art also fails to teach a device that receives audio and video signal 
comprises a plurality of different programs by using a shap e detector device analyzing 
MPEG-4 video information in the form of DCT coefficient patterns: and a process of 
detecting text within the video by detecting audio and video events f rom at least one 
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program and using a text recognition device (in the manner recited in claims 11,16 and 
23). 

The best prior art of record, e.g., the Tovinkere (US 6640145) and the Hoffberg 
(US 6678635) references, teach features that are analogous to the underlined claimed 
invention above; however, Tovinkere and the Hoffberg are not qualified as prior art 
under 35 USC 102 (e) because they have a priority filing date of Feb. 1 , 1999 that is 
after the Applicants' priority date of November 13, 1998. A newly found reference 
assigned to Chen et al. (US 20010036229) teaches the use of a shape code detector to 
identify the shape of an object (see paragraphs 26, 39); however, Chen fails to teach 
the underlined features in the manner recited in the claims. Accordingly, claims 1-18, 
21-24, and 26-27 of the instant application are allowed over the prior art.
